modest share in the training of 
Japan’s navy was a very valuable ex­ 
perience, because all the time I was 
teaching the Japanese the Japanese 
wert teaching me. 
They studied with 
the same determination, the same con­ 
centration of energy with which they 
have since fought, and they gave me a 
splendid object lesson in what pure pa 
triotium can do for a man even in 
peaceful study. 
The Japanese does not put forth his 
energ’es with the primary object of 
outstripping bis fellows in the race for 
poeitlon, but in the bope of being of 
great service to his country. Should he 
be offered the post of admiral when he 
felt certain that be would be more use­ 
ful as a gunner he would cheerfully re­ 
main in the bumbler position. 
When I took charge of the students 
of marine engineering I gave them the 
Keybaxn course, instructing them en­ 
tirely in English, even the words of 
command being taught to them in our 
language. J fc y were simply glutton« 
for knowledge. 
- 
For a time 1 was somewhat mystified 
by seeing tiny disks of red blotting par 
per dotted about their books of instruc­ 
tion, but 1 di¿covered eventually that 
It was the custom to place a disk op­ 
posite any item which was not perfectly 
dear, and not until they had thorough­ 
ly 
mastered 
the troublesome point 
would they flick that disk 
aw ay . 
Aa a 
m atter of fad , the disk never remained 
in one place ion« . 
The faculty of observation is one of 
the greatest assets in the Japanese 
character. 
During the last generation 
Japanese students have been sent to 
•eery corner of the world where any­ 
thing useful was to be learned in con­ 
nection with naval warfare, and every 
one of those students has sent home 
regular and full reporta 
One of the first rules 1 had to learn 
aa a teacher in Japan was this: The 
Japanese student cannot in any way 
be scolded into learning. The Russians 
drill their men with whips; the Ger­ 
mans notoriously mistake bullying for 
dtectpline, and even in the British navy 
corporal punishment is not altojrether 
unknown. The disgrace of being struck 
would 
make a 
Japanese, 
however, 
oommlt barakiri- the national form of 
■tilcide—immediately. 
When a m an’s 
"very best” is not good enough, the 
misery of being a failure 1« quite pun­ 
ishment enough for him. 
Not only the officers and engineers, 
but even the ordinary seamen, provide 
themselves with notebooks. 
The Jap­ 
anese are, In fact, a nation of note­ 
books. 
They are clever Imitators, as 
witness their copying of the British 
navy; but they are also clever initia­ 
tors, and In probably every seaman's 
notebook will be found at least one 
brand new Idea of his own. which In 
doe course will be submitted to his 
superiors. 
I am not ashamed to say 
tbnt while teaching my students 1 got 
more than one good "wrinkle” from 
them. 
We have taught the Japanese an we 
know about cable making for heavy 
ships, and in this connection it Is in­ 
teresting to note that a wooden man- 
of-war which they built before I860 
had anchor cables made of women’s 
hair! It was claimed for these cables 
that they were stronger than any ty­ 
phoon. 
We have taught the Japanese how 
to make guns, but we cannot teach 
them anything in the art of making 
the bronze for the guns. Their bronze 
is incalculably superior to ours and 
withstands any climate for genera­ 
tions. 
British bronze, on the other 
hand, soon corrodes. 
The new statue 
of Boadlcea on W estminster bridge is 
already showing signs of corrosion, 
and the Trafalgar square lions and 
Thames 
embankment 
sphinxes, 
al­ 
though by no means old, are noticeably 
rotting. 
A Japanese cannon in South- 
sea, however, is as good as ever, after 
about thirty years’ exposure to our cli­ 
mate.

FREEPORT MAW SHOT 


Meets Pro bable Death in the Chicag o 
Strike Rio t. 
William C. White, a former Free- 
porter, was shot through the abdomen 
by a deputy sheriff in the renewal of 
violence in the teamsters strike in 
Chicago ¡Saturday . 
The affray in 
which White received wbat it is be­ 
lieved is a fatal wound occured at 
Clinton and 
Van 
Buren 
streets. 
White was one of the striking team ­ 
sters. He was taken to the county 
hospital and his sister, Mrs. Fred 
Lamb, of Freeport, was summoned. 
His condition today is reported to be 
desperate. White is a young man and 
left Freeport several years ago. 
The riot in which White received 
his injury was the worst of a half a 
dozen that occurred during the day. 
It had its inceptioa in the attempt of 
the United States Express company 
tasen da wagon through the West 
Side district. 
Guarded by special 
Deputy Sheriff Charles Hillman and 
driven by William Monroe, both im­ 
ported strike breakers, it passed over 
the Van Buren street viaduct across 
the river and railroad tracks. 
The riot began immediately. 
A 
crowd of strikers sympathizers, sur­ 
rounded the wagon and at least a 
hundred jeering and hooting men be­ 
gan eo throw stones and blockade the 
wagon’s progress. 
“Comedown off that wagon 
and 
we’ll kill you!” someone shouted at 
Monroe, the driver. 
BEATEN BY MOB 
Monroe came down. 
The crowd 
surged around him and he fell to the 
ground, bruised and beaten his cloth­ 
ing tom and his face cut by blows 
from a dozen fists. Hillman, pointing 
the revolver into the crowd, began to 
shoot, 
William White, standing near tbe 
wagon, got the first bullet through the 
abdomen and fell with a cry that was 
heard to the outskirts of the crowd, 
by this time numbering several hun­ 
dred. 


INNOCENT MAN SHOT. 
Hillman kept on shooting. Fred 
Hucksold, who was innoceDt of any 
part in the riqt, was boarding a west­ 
bound Van Buren street car, sprang 
into the air with a scream “I ’mshot!” 
fell to the ground with a 
bullet 
through his heart. Tbe bullet went 
almost through bis body, lodging near 
the spinal column. 


Rockton Man Drowned. 
The body of George Zinnacker of 
Rockton was found Sunday morning 
in five feet of water in the mill race at 
that place. He had gone in bathing 
Saturday night and must have been 
seized with cramps. His clothing was 
found on the bank of the mill race 
Sunday morning and this led to the 
search which resulted in the finding o! 
the body. 
Zinnacker was a man between 35 
and 36 years of age, and came to this 
country from 
Germany but a few 
mouths ago. 
He leaves a wife and 
four small children with little means 
of support.

Bluemounds, Wis., Jun e 20. — A 
y oung German farm hand, name un­ 
known. was killed on the farm of ('has. 
Collins while milking, over $150,000 
damage was done to crops and farm 
buildings, and scores of head of stock 
were 
destroy ed by a tornado 
that 
passed through Dane and Iowa coun­ 
ties, and over the townships of Barne- 
veld and Bluemounds. Telephone and 
telegraph wires are down, and 
the 
full exten t of the damage can only be 
estimated. Tbe storm broke with wild 
fury following an extremely sultry 
day , and through a tract eight miles 
long an d one to two miles wide the 
destruction of property was complete.

The evolution in Norway which d is­ 
closed its« 4f in the sud d en separation 
from ¿Swed en had been goin g on silen t­ 
ly for the last quarter of a cen tury , 
an d it is largely a result of the in flu­ 
en ce of the states ly in g n orth of Mis­ 
souri on the Mississippi river, say s a 
correspon d en t of the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 
With Iowa an d Min n esota 
an d with Nebraska an d the Dakotas 
also the people of Norway have been 
brought in to closer an d closer rela­ 
tion s by in creasin g Norwegian immi­ 
gration . 
As a result of con stan t corre­ 
spon d en ce between Norwegian s in the 
west an d Norwegian s at home Amer­ 
ican id eas have taken a d eep hold an d 
have 
overgrown 
the 
id eas 
of 
the 
Fren ch con stitution on which the un ­ 
ion with Swed en un d er the Fren ch 
Bern ad ettes was based . 
An id ea of 
these relation s is given by the fact that 
Norwegian s iu the Un ited States sen d 
home over three-quarters of a million 
d ollars a y ear through the postofflce 
d epartm en t an ti much larger amoun ts 
iu ban k d rafts. 
They kn ow the town 
politics of the American west almost 
as well iu K n ute Nelson ’s birthplace in 
Norway as they are kn own in Min n e­ 
sota an d also the bran d s of flour mad e 
of Min n esota wheat. 
American vis­ 
itors to Hammersfest. the "n orthern ­ 
most town iu the world ,” where the 
*un d oes n ot set at all from May 13 to 
July 29. fin d the same bran d s of flour 
they fin d alon g the Mississippi river, 
an d at Tromso, where it "is mid n ight 
for seven mon ths n oon d ay for three 
mon ths an d twilight the rest of the 
y ear,” they are usin g the latest im­ 
proved American electric lights d ur­ 
in g the seven mon ths of n ight. 
A8 a result of this close con n ection , 
an y "mod ern movemen t” which win s 
iu the politics of Min n esota, Nebraska, 
K an sas or Colorad o is likely to appear 
In Norway very soon . Thus the gran t­ 
in g of suffrage to women in some of 
our western states resulted in almost 
revolution ary chan ges iu Norwegian 
politics. 
Miss Gin n Krog. who is call­ 
ed the "Norwegian Susan B. An thon y ,” 
began an agitation for woman suffrage 
In Norway an d mad e so man y of the 
speeches on the subject which every 
on e kn ows almost by heart in the 
American west, that the Con servatives 
of the storthin g, or n ation al parlia­ 
men t, could n ot keep the property qual­ 
ification for male suffrage again st the 
results of the agitation . 
The Norwe­ 
gian Liberals combin ed with the Rad ­ 
icals, an d between 1898 an d 1901 Nor­ 
wegian suffrage was reorgan ized with 
a close approximation to the K an sas 
plan of un iversal suffrage, in clud in g 
suffrage for women in mun icipal af­ 
fairs. 
In spite of the fact that it has been 
so lon g In un ion with Swed en , with 
the 
reign in g 
represen tative 
of 
tbe 
Swed ish Bern ad ettes as the executive 
head of its govern men t, the Norwegian 
govern men t is alread y republican in 
every thin g but its form, an d , while in 
some respects it is more rad ically re­ 
publican than Min n esota or Kan sas, 
un d er its con stitution , origin ally mod ­ 
eled on that of the Fren ch republic, it 
abolished all titles of n obility an d all 
other titles except such as belon g to 
hold ers of office d urin g their in cum­ 
ben cy . » The storthin g, which repre­ 
sen ts the an cien t gen eral assembly of 
the people, out of which the American 
con gress d eveloped , is closer to the 
American con gress than is the parlia­ 
men t of an y European coun try which 
recogn izes the prin ciple of roy alty . 
It 
repud iates roy alty as a prin ciple an d 
govern s Norway un d er the con stitu­ 
tion al theory that the people of Nor­ 
way themselves are the source of all 
power an d the authority for all law in 
Norway . 
It is this theory which has 
been acted on in repud iatin g the kjn g 
of Swed en as the chief executive of 
Norway , an d if there is “in terven tion ” 
by German y an d other powers n ow. as 
has happen ed before, it will be largely 
for the purpose of keepin g this theory 
in such check that it will n ot spread 
bey on d Norway an d in terfere with ex­ 
istin g con d ition s in the mon archical 
govern men ts of Europe. 
Un d er Norwegian law an d the exist­ 
in g con stitution the action of the Nor 
wegian con gress is n ot in a literal 
sen se a “separation ” from Swed en , as 
the two govern men ts were completely 
separated before in every thin g except 
havin g the same kiug. who, as kin g of 
Swed en , claimed the right, alway s d e­ 
n ied by Norway , of actin g wholly for 
Norway in its foreign affairs. 
This was the poin t at issue in the 
“con sular represen tation " the kin g d e­ 
n ied . 
In his view, allowin g the appoin t­ 
men t of a sin gle Norwegian con sul 
would have ad m itted Its con ten tion of 
its own complete sovereign ty . In tbe 
Norwegian view, this sovereign ty has 
alway s existed l>eeause it is n ot a vas­ 
sal state or a provin ce of Swed en , but 
a “sister state,” with its own govern ­ 
men t an d laws d istin ct from those of 
Swed en an d iu league with Swed en 
un d er a common kin g for a common 
object. 
It was because the kin g of 
Swed en seemed to be in sistin g on put­ 
tin g Norway in the attitud e of a vassal 
state of Swed en that the Norwegian 
storthin g iu 1898 voted to remove the 


n n ion jack or embiem of un ion with 
Swed en , from the Norwegian flag. 
In on e respect at least the republic­ 
an ism of Norway Is more ad van ced 
than that of an y other coun try . The 
two houses of parliam en t are in ten d ed 
to be a sufficien t check upon each oth­ 
er without an executive veto. I? they 
d isagree upon a measure when votin g 
separately , they meet iu join t session , 
an d un less they can so agree or so 
amen d as to secure a two-third s m a­ 
jority the m easure fails. 
After they 
have on ce passed an act it goes in to 
effect as soon as the executive sign s 
an d promulgates It. If it “pockets” it, 
Norwegian statesm en hold that this re­ 
fusal d oes n ot am oun t to a veto, sin ce 
un d er the con stitution if the sam e act 
is repassed at the succeed in g session 
an d he agffin refuses tt> sign it it be­ 
comes a law a t on ce on its passage for 
the third time. This on e provision of 
itself was sufficien t to vest the su­ 
preme power of last resort in govern ­ 
men t in the han d s of the storthin g 
rather thau of the kin g of Swed en . The 
kin g's Norwegian cabin et, two resi­ 
d en t at his court, the others in Nor­ 
way , were also mad e fully respon sible 
to the storthin g, an d if it d isapproved 
an y recommen d ation of theirs or voted 
d own the policy they proposed to carry 
out, they were boun d by law to resign . 
In 
an other 
feature 
the 
storthin g 
goes bey on d 
even 
American 
prece­ 
d en ts. 
A fter its members have been 
elected by the voters of d istricts cor­ 
respon d in g to our own con gression al 
d istricts, they themselves elect the up­ 
per house or sen ate, choosin g on e- 
fourth of their own n um ber to sit as 
sen ators to pass on all acts sen t up 
from the lower house, in which all acts 
origin ate. 
In ord er to avoid “govern ­ 
men t 
by 
the 
chair” 
the 
storthin g 
chan ges its speaker on ce every four 
weeks d urin g its an n ual session of 
about six mon ths. 
With free ed ucation , light taxation 
an d almost n o burd en for military 
service the Norwegian s d urin g the past 
quarter of a cen tury have been on e of 
the best govern ed people in the world . 
They have been satisfied with Kin g 
Oscar in every thin g except liis refusal 
to ackn owled ge w hat they claim as 
their full statehood un d er their con sti­ 
tution ad opted in in stallin g the Bern a­ 
d ettes as their reign in g family . 
The 
literary lead er of the agitation for full 
Norwegian separation 
from 
Swed en 
has been the famous writer Bjoeruson . 
who, as the author of the Norwegian 
n ation al hy mn an d man y d ther popular 
prod uction s in prose an d verse, is a 
Norwegian id ol. 
It is said that several 
y ears ago he told Kin g Oscar that if he 
would resign as kiug the people of 
Norway would elect him the first pres­ 
id en t of the Norwegian republic. The 
good n atured kin g laughed , but it is 
said th a t when the story spread it ex­ 
cited much Swed ish in d ign ation , an d 
the presen t temper of the Swed es may 
be jud ged from the report that as a 
result of BJoern son ’s ad vocacy of sep­ 
aration his books have been "boy cot­ 
ted ” iu Stockholm.

tb e richest b oy in the world and the 
adopted son and sole heir of the late 
William Ziegler, the Diking powder 
king and projector of polar expedi­ 
tions, recently told for the first time 
in an interview with a New York Jour­ 
nal reporter how he lias determined to 
devote nil the millions left to him b y 
his foster father to seeking after the 
north pole and how he plans upon 
reaching his majority to personally 
lead an expedition into the frozeu arc­ 
tic regions to place upon the world’s 
map for all time to come Uie name of 
Lis father, who has left him such 
great riches. 
Here is his own story: 
"I will b e one of the richest men in 
the world. But I know it will not turn 
iny head when I gain possession of all 
that money. 
I will try and do the 
most good I can with my millions. 
"The b ig task of my life is to find the 
north pole. 
Many b rave men have 
tried to do it and failed. 
If b y the 
time I b ecome a man no other man 
has made a great name for himself b y I 
doing it I will start out to discover 
the pole. I am only fourteen years old. 
I must study hard for years to fit my­ 
self to b e the right kind of a leader. 
"Hum an lives will b e in my hands. 
It will b e dangerous. 
I may sacrifice 
my life. I understand all this. 
I talk­ 
ed it over with my father. 
It will b e 
in honor of his memory that I will try 
to find the north pole. He dearly wish- , 
ed to b e the father of the expedition 
that would do it.” 
And the b oy fully understands. 
So 
that while at most times he is u hap­ 
py. rollicking youngster, with laughter 
always ready to his lips, when he 
thinks of these things the gravity of a J 
man comes into his 
eyes and 
his 
speech. 
William Ziegler is the b oy’s name. ! 
Chance laughed at Fate in the m atter j 
of little Willie Ziegler. 
He was b orn ; 
to the name of Brandt. 
His father 
was a poor man. 
But he was a half 
b rother to William Ziegler. 
William 
Ziegler made millions out of b aking 
powder. 
Brandt died. 
His children 
were taken to the home of several of 
his relatives. 
Ziegler, the millionaire, 
childless, picked Willie from among 
b is b rothers and sisters. And so while 
Fate had ordained seemingly that Wil­ 
lie was to b e a poor b oy Chance laugh­ 
ed at the scheme and led the million­ 
aire half uncle to the b ab e’s cradle, 
and out of it the child came into the 
arm s of his new father, destined to b e 
the richest b oy in the world and destin­ 
ed, too, to have his whole future taken 
away forevermore from the influence 
of Chance—a future that was to b e 
laid out for him and a future that de­ 
manded of him that he should b e other­ 
wise famous than as a very wealthy 
man; that, indeed, he must make for 
himself an immortal name 
b y 
the 
achievement of a great and dangerous 
task from which other men had flinch­ 
ed; died, some of them, and failed, all 
of them—the task of the discovery of 
the north pole. 
This is what the richest b oy in the 
world is like: He is a little chap. He 
is sturdy. His hair !s b rown and curly, 
his eyes b lue. He Las a small nose, a 
b it tilted, pert and aggressive. 
His 
mouth is smiliug, his complexion glow­ 
ing. He will prob ab ly grow up into a 
short, sturdy, active, rouud headed, 
frank eyed man. He has to sit propped 
in a b ig chair now b ecause he received 
an injury to the tendons of a leg in a 
b oyish game. 
His possession of the fortune does 
not hinge upon his making hazard­ 
ous attem pt to find the north pole. He 
may ab andon the project, and still, ac­ 
cording to his father's will, the mil­ 
lions may b e his. But the b oy says 
gravely that he will do the thiug that 
he kuows William Ziegler would b e 
most proud to have him do. 
"The b ig thiug that I have to do in 
my life is to find the north pole,” he 
said solemnly in full sincerity. "It is 
the greatest thing open for any man to 
do. It would b e great to do what so 
many others could not do. 
1 would 
place my father's name on the map to 
remain there as long as the world lasts. 
Wouldn’t that b e a fine way to repay 
him? 
"My father first sent Captain Bald­ 
win, b ut he failed. Then Mr. Fiala of 
Brooklyn undertook the task. He has 
not b een heard from, and Mr. W. S. 
Camp, my father's secretary, went 
away a little b efore my father died to 
start a relief expedition. Of course Mr. 
Fiala may, for all we know, make the 
great discovery. 
I have to wait 
at 
least until I’m twenty-one. 
Some one 
may get ahead of me. But If the pole 
Is undiscovered when I b ecome a man 
I shall surely try to make the discov­ 
ery. My father and I never settled on 
any plan. 
That would b e a foolish 
thing now, b ecause time, my father 
pointed out, would make many changes 
in the machinery of steamships 
and 
perhaps b y studying the failure of oth­ 
ers new and b etter routes would b e 
found when 1 came to make the trial.” 


No Longer the Cut'kwren Inaugu­ 
rate« Caldwell (Kau,l SeN« lon« . 
C. W. Cupp, mayor 
of 
Caldwell, 
Kan., is a wonder, says h Caldwell cor­ 
respondent of the 
K a n sa s city Star. 
He is a reformer. 
Moreover, and that 
is the strange part, he has carried out 
his reforms. 
In the spring the people of Caldwell 
decided that they ought to have a re­ 
form candidate in order to b e strictly 
in the vanguard of progress. So C. W. 
Cupp was nominated. 
No one imagin­ 
ed that this man. the quiet, unpreten­ 
tious town laundryman, would have 
the courage to carry out his pledges. 
N'o one b elieved him when he said 
that it' he was elected the common 
council w<auld b e opened with prayer. 
The old wide open lid off regime 
moved along in the same way it had 
always done, chuckling b etween drinks 
at the strange apparition of a reform 
candidate in Caldwell. But pretensions 
of anxiety turned to a tinge of real 
concern when it was found that Cupp 
had received the greatest numb er of 
votes. 
The mayor elect declared that 
his pledges made b efore election would 
b e put into execution at ouee. 
A look at Caldwell, the Caldwell of 
the past, immediate and ancient, is 
necessary to an understanding of what 
Cupp undertook when he made his dar­ 
ing stand for b etter ways of civic liv­ 
ing. 
Thirty years ago Caldwell was 
tough, in the real out and out accepta­ 
tion of that term in the west. 
Being 
centrally located to a dozen or more 
b ig ranches, it was b ut natural that 
the town was chosen as the rendezvous 
for the gatherings of cowb oys and oth­ 
ers of like ilk. 
Gradually, with the slow decadence 
of old time men and methods in the 
west, the town grew a b it b etter. 
Gamb ling houses, s a lo o n s of all degree 
and houses of ill fame remained, how­ 
ever. festering and spreading like a 
moral ulcer. , There were many such 
places when Mayor Cupp took the pre­ 
siding officer’s seat a t the first council 
meeting under the new political status 
of the community. 
“This meeting of the council will b e 
opened with a prayer instead of a 
corkscrew.” the mayor said. He pray­ 
ed for strength to comb at the evils he 
had arrayed himself against. Much to 
their own surprise the memb ers of the 
council joined in. That strength came 
to Mayor Cupp is evidenced b y the 
fact that, weakly supported b y the 
aldermanie b ody and frowned upon b y 
pub lic sentiment, he has done what 
temperance 
leagues, 
governors and 
w hat not have failed to do—b anished 
liquor ab solutely from a town.

hira did, and thej’ had to w ait for the 
Japanese envoy to get through.

in the anteroom.

dent. 
When Mr. Takahira had finished tb e 
Mexican charge d'affaires arrived.

president asked him to wait a moment 
so that he could see the turners, and 
the latter were promptly moved in at 
almost a doub le quick. 
Mr. Wolf had just time to say that 
these gentlemen were turners, hut did 
not make any speech

meeting them, and then they were 
rounded up and hurried past him.

llow cau it b e said that the Indians 
| are flot b ecoming civilized? Even it 
they have a hab it of celeb rating their 
feasts witlL fat » logs or wolves as th« ‘ 
piece de resistance, even if they ure# 
taking advantage of the recent ruling 
of the supreme court to ab sorb the out­ 
put of several b reweries, impressive 
evidence that they are taking on the 
ways of the white men Is to b e found 
iu the reports of assessors who while 
going over the Roseb ud and Cheyenne 
River reservations took occasion to list 
the property of the Indians, says a spe­ 
cial dispatch from Chamb erlain, S. D., 
to the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
These reports show the following 
luxuries are possessed b y the Sioux 
Indians of these two reservations; 
Three 
hundred 
and 
tw enty 
tele­ 
phones. 
Eighteen automob iles. 
Nine hearses (used as carriages). 
Twenty-eight pianos. 
Sixty organs. 
Add to these the forty-seven divorces 
secured b y Indians in the past year in 
the courts of Chamb erlain and Oaco- 
ma, and it cannot b e denied that the 
haughty Sioux who a few years ago 
were the terror of settlers and even 
soldiers have b ecome apt pupils of the 
white man. 
It is only recently that the rural tele­ 
phone industry has reached out to the* 
red men. Most of the instrum ents are 
to b e found on the Cheyenne River res­ 
ervation, for a line has b een run west 
from IMerre. Barb ed wire is employed 
as conductor, and the lines serve all 
the b ig ranches in the country west of 
Pierre. 
The Cheyennes were greatly 
interested in the b uilding of the tele­ 
phones, and when they found out that 
they could talk through space they 
were wild to secure instrum ents for 
themselves. As they are excellent cus­ 
tomers, due to their lavish manner of 
spending money, they were promptly 
accommodated b y the company. 
Now 
If the ranchmen find the line b usy it is 
usually b uzzing with gossip in the orig­ 
inal Sioux tongue. 
Last summer when the Roseb ud res­ 
ervation was thrown open for settle­ 
ment visitors at Bonesteel were amazed 
to see Sioux Indians whirl into the 
town in family automob iles, squaw in 
the front seat and red skinned young­ 
sters in the rear. One enterprising red. 
Black Cloud, made a handsome sum 
hauling prospective settlers ab out the 
reservation in his automob ile. 
These 
machines have from the first appealed 
to the Indians. They have a veritab le 
passion for machines painted iu b right 
colors. Often when they have received 
$2,000 or more for allotted lands Indi­ 
ans will go to Omaha or Sioux City, 
see a striking automob ile and spend 
their entire fortune for one like it. 
Hollow Horn Bear, a leading trib es­ 
man on the l ’ankton reservation, went 
to Washington in March to attend the 
inauguration of President Roosevelt. 
He came b ack with a b ig machine, and 
the poinpou# manner in which he dis­ 
played his new possession to the others 
caused such a furore that the agency 
had to take a hand to restore order. 
The same love of display on the part 
of the Indian leads them to make some 
rem arkab le purchases. A few days ago 
a b ig Indian from the Roseb ud reserva­ 
tion, Shouting Horn, went to Yankton 
to b uy a family carriage. The dealer 
he visited showed him every vehicle in 
his house, b ut the Indian was not im­ 
pressed. 
He went out disappointed. 
Just at that moment an undertaker 
was passing on his hearse. 
With a 
grunt of admiration the b uck ran out 
into the street and stopped the driver. 
"IIow much?” he iuquired, pointing 
grandiloquently to the high polished 
b lack wood and waving plumes. 
The 
undertaker, John Hanley, laughed at 
first, b ut when he found the red man 
was in earnest made him an outra­ 
geous price. 
The Indian produced the 
money, crawled on to the seat and 
drove hack to his reservation, the 
proudest Indian in the west. 
If the Indians continue developing 
the divorce fad as they have done in 
the last two years Sioux 
Falls will b e 
displaced as the divorce center of the 
United States. 
In the past year for­ 
ty-seven divorce decrees were issued 
there and at Oacoma. a gaiu of seven­ 
teen over the last year. County Attor­ 
ney Dartos favors some sort of legis­ 
lation restricting the Indian divorcees. 
In a measure, however, the divorce is 
teaching the Indians that marriage 
b ouds ure somewhat b inding.
